A  BILL 

Authorizing  the  purchase  of  a  marine  hospital  at  Port  Townsend, 

Washington  Territory. 

1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 

2  f  ives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

3  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  au- 

4  thorized  to  purchase  (in  accordance  with  a  report  heretofore 

5  made  by  a  board  specially  appointed  for  such  purpose  by  the 
G  Secretary  of  tlie  Treasury,  and  as  recommended  by  the  Super- 

7  vising  Surgeon-General  of  the  Marine  Hospital  Service  of  the 

8  United  States)  from  Thomas  T.  Minor,  of  Port  Townsend, 
0  Washington  Territory,  his  private  hospital  buildings  and 

10  grounds  located  at  that  port,  for  use  as  a  marine  hospital  for 

11  the  United  States:  Provided,  That  the  cost  of  such  purchase 

1 2  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars,  the  value
